The  into- storage  movement  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  during  March  was  un- 
usually heavy,  exceeding  that  of  a year  earlier  and  the  5- year  (1938-42)  average. 
April.  1 stocks  of  shell  eggs  reached  an  a.ll  time  high  for  this  date,  totaling 
3,200,000  causes.  Butter  stocks,  although  increasing  during  the  month  by  4.1  mil- 
lion pounds,  were  below  those  of  a year  ago  and  the  5-year  average. 


Lard  holdings  reflected  the  same  rola-tive  pattern  as  butter. 


The  space  occupied  in  public  cold  storage  warehouses  increased  for  coolers 
and  declined  for  freezers  during  March.  Both  coolers  and  freezers  vrere  reported 
as  occupied  to  61  percent  of  capacity,  which  compares  with  57  ar*d  64  percent  re- 
spectively on  March  1,  1943.  It  aouears  that  the  increased  cooler  occupancy  which 
occurs  chiefly  in  the  central  regions,  is  due  to  the  heavy  accumulation  of  shell 
eggs  in  thak  area.
